Captain William E. McConville, was born in New York on March 5, 1922. He 
enlisted in the U.S. Navy as an Apprentice Seaman on July 10, 1942. 


He advanced through all enlisted pay grades to Chief Pharmacist Mate. In 
November 1951, he was commissioned an Ensign in the Medical Service Corps. 
Captain McConville was promoted to his present rank on 1 July 1972. While 
in active service, he graduated from numerous schools including the Naval 
School of Health Care Administration, completing the course as an outstand- 
ing graduate. He graduated with honors from Michigan State University with

From November 1973 until reporting here, Captain McConville was 
Director, Medical Service Corps Division, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery.
